4. When questioned as to whether an East Germany-only study would be a 
better approach than an Eastern European study, he was unequivocal in 
recommending a broader-based study. He felt a broader approach would be much 
more useful to the policymakers as well as more useful to the Intelligence 
Comnunity. His specific recommendation is to focus on a common theme (or 
themes) throughout the Northern Tier (DDR, PO, CA). 
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
